To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  following  Statistical  Tables, 
relative  to  the  general  health  of  the  above  district,  for  the 
year  1910. 

There  were  registered  during  the  year  a  total  of  755 
Births,  and  a  nett  (corrected)  total  of  432  Deaths  ;  giving  a 
Birth-rate,  per  1000  of  the  population,  of  24'1,  and  a 
Death-rate  of  13'8  per  1000.  The  former  rate,  as  will  be 
noted  on  Table  I.  at  the  end  of  this  report,  is  five  per  1000 
below  the  decennial  average  1900-9  ;  whilst  the  latter  is 
four  per  1000  below  that  average,  and  is  the  lowest  of  any 
year  since  1900  ! 
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The  distribution  of  the  Births  and  Deaths  throughout 
the  various  Wards  is  shewn  in  Table  II.  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  series.  Stated  in  more  detail  they  were —

The  “  Zymotic  ”  rate  refers  to  deaths  from  the  following 
diseases  : — Measles,  Scarlet  fever,  Whooping  Cough,  Diph¬ 
theria  and  Membranous  Croup,  Enteric  fever,  and  Diarrhoea. 


The  “Respiratory”  rate  refers  to  the  following  : — 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia.  Pleurisy,  unclassified  Lung  affections, 
and  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis). 


WARD  RATES. 

The  Birth-rates  were  highest  in  East  and  Market 
Wards ;  and  the  lowest  in  Old  Park,  Moorside,  and  Victoria 
Park. 

The  Death-rates  were  highest  in  East  and  Market 
Wards ;  and  lowest  in  Old  Park  and  Victoria  Park. 

The  Infantile  Death-rate  highest  in  Market,  and 
lowest  in  Old  Park.  This  rate  was  much  higher  in  all  the 
Wards — with  the  notable  exception  Of  East  Ward — than  in 
the  year  1909. 

The  Zymotic  Rate  was  lowest  in  Newtown  Ward,  and 
highest  in  Market  Ward.  In  this  respect  East  Ward 
showed  marked  improvement  on  the  previous  year’s 
figures,  but  in  no  case  (save  Market  Ward)  were  the  rates 
exceptionally  high. 
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The  Respiratory  Rate  showed  a  marked  falling  off, 

especially  in  Market,  East  and  Old  Park  Wards. 

In  connection  with  all  these  rates  it  will  be  obvious  to 
the  Council  that  it  is  to  Market  Ward  more  especially  that 
our  best  efforts  at  amelioration  of  various  insanitary  condi¬ 
tions  must  in  the  future  be  directed.  To  this  end  the  powers 
conferred  on  local  authorities  by  the  Housing-  and  Town 
Planning-  Act  of  1909  will  in  the  near  future  afford  very 
material  assistance,  as  it  will  enable  them  to  deal  more 
summarily  and  effectively  with  these  conditions.  I  am 
pleased  to  inform  the  Council  that  the  general  rates  I  have 
referred  to  have  shewn  in  one  or  two  recent  years,  as  well  as 
in  1910,  a  very  satisfactory  ratio  of  improvement  in  respect 
to  Victoria  Park,  Newtown  and  East  Wards.  Prior  to  this 
period  the  three  Wards  named  had  g-enerally  shown  a  far 
higher  rate  of  mortality  from  Respiratory,  Infantile,  and 
Zymotic  diseases  than  ought  to  have  been  the  case,  and 
their  better  condition,  as  displayed  by  the  returns  from  these 
causes,  is,  therefore,  matter  for  congratulation. 


TABLE  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  FOR  1910.

Scarlet  fever.  Total  case  112.  Highest  number  in 
Market  and  Newtown  Wards  (32  and  27  per  cent,  respec¬ 
tively  of  the  total  number)  ;  lowest  in  Moorside  and  Old 
Park  Wards  (5  and  8  per  cent,  respectively  of  the  total 
number).  This  compares  very  favourably  with  the  year  1909, 
in  which  year  the  total  of  these  cases  numbered  299. 

Diphtheria,  and  Membranous  Croup.  Total  cases  24 

as  against  39  in  1909.  The  largest  number  occurred  in  East 
and  Victoria  Park  Wards  (7  and  6  respectively)  ;  Moorside 
had  2  cases,  and  the  other  Wards  3  each. 
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Enteric  fever.  Total  cases  30,  as  against  43  in  1909. 
Newtown  and  East  Wards  showed  the  highest  number  (8 
and  7  respectively) ;  Victoria  Park  and  Old  Park  the  lowest. 

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  in  Hospital  was  16. 
Scarlet  fever  7,  Diphtheria  4,  Enteric  fever  5.  Of  these  6 
were  from  Market  Ward,  and  5  from  East  Ward. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  a  considerable  improvement  in 
regard  to  Scarlet  fever  during  the  year  1910.  In  the  course 
of  the  year  I  advised  the  Council  to  allow  us  to  give  a  fair 
trial  to  the  system  adopted  by  a  neighbouring  Authority  of 
Eucalyptus  Oil  treatment.  Whilst  we  have  not  sufficient 
data,  during  the  comparatively  short  period  of  its  use,  to 
warrant  us  in  arriving  at  any  very  definite  conclusions  as  to 
its  general  results,  I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  those  results, 
as  far  as  they  have  shewn  themselves  at  present,  at  least 
afford  sufficient  evidence  to  justify  a  continuance  of  the  work. 
The  main  feature  in  connection  with  this  treatment  (which 
consists  in  carefully,  and  under  certain  well-defined  conditions, 
anointing  the  body  of  the  patient  with  Eucalyptus  Oil)  is 
that  it  tends  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  infection  from  the 
patient  to  a  much  larg'er  extent  than  by  other  usually  adopted 
methods;  and  that  “repeat”  cases  appear  to  be  much  less 
likely  to  occur.  The  Oil  was  first  used  by  the  Inspector  and 
his  staff,  with  the  sanction  and  co-operation  of  the  Medical 
attendants,  in  June  last,  and  since  then  out  of  33  houses 
infected  in  only  3  were  there  “repeat”  cases,  and  in  these, 
if  every  necessary  precaution  had  been  taken,  further  infec¬ 
tion  might  possibly  have  been  avoided. 

In  regard  to  Diphtheria,  I  may  point  out  that  for  a  very 
long  period  prior  to  the  issuing  of  the  “  Diphtheria  Anti- 
Toxin  Order  ”  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  1910  the 
Council  had,  on  my  suggestion,  provided  for  the  serum  to  be 
supplied  to  our  local  medical  practitioners  free  of  charge  ; 
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and  that  for  several  years  past  much  use  has  been  made  of 
this,  with  undoubtedly  excellent  results. 

The  beneficial  results  accruing-  from  an  early  use  of 
Anti-Toxin  are  now  too  well  known  to  call  for  any  remark  ; 
and  an  observation  made  to  me  by  a  medical  practitioner  of 
considerable  experience  in  the  treatment  of  children’s  diseases, 
a  short  time  ago,  viz  :  that  he  considered  any  medical  man 
neglecting  to  use  the  serum  in  question  forthwith  ought  to  be 
indicted  for  manslaughter  (should  fatal  results  ensue)  was 
undoubtedly  justifiable.  The  treatment  is  now  universally 
recognised  as  the  best,  and  has  very  considerably  lessened 
the  mortality  from  this  disease  ;  an  early  diagnosis,  how¬ 
ever,  is,  of  course,  a  very  essential  point. 

In  regard  to  Enteric  fever,  at  least  four  cases  which 
occurred  during  the  year  were  contracted  outside  the  district, 
and  a  notable  feature  in  connection  herewith  was  that  about 
20  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15. 

Measles,  though  largely  prevalent  during  at  least  two 
quarters  of  the  year,  showed  a  comparatively  low  mortality 
(a  total  of  7  deaths).  There  were  seven  deaths  from  Scarlet 
fever,  and  14  from  Whooping  Cough.  The  deaths  from 
Enteric  fever  were  also  7. 

Two  deaths  from  Scarlet  fever  occurred  at  Lady  well 
Sanatorium. 

The  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  numbered  11,  5  of  these  were 
of  infants  (under  1  year),  and  the  remainder  between  1  and  5 
years  of  age.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  was  greatest  in 

Market  Ward. 

I  wish  to  point  out  that  in  connection  with  this  disease 
it  is  of  paramount  importance  that  careful  attention  should 
especially  during  the  hotter  periods  of  the  year,  be  paid  to 
accumulations  of  manure  and  house  refuse  in  the  immediate 
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neighbourhood  of  dwelling's,  and  their  frequent  and  systematic 
removal.  These  materials  form  the  breeding  ground  of  the 
pernicious  house-fly,  which  has  of  late  occupied  so  much 
attention  as  a  proved  disseminator  of  disease.  Fortunately, 
too,  the  climatic  conditions  in  1910  were  such  as  to  consider¬ 
ably  mitigate  the  severity  of  the  attack,  but  obviously  the 
necessity  for  strict  surveillance  over  removable  causes  still 
remains. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  in  1910  was  30  per  1000  higher 

than  in  1909,  but  was  about  3  per  1000  below  that  of  the  ten 
years’  average,  1900-1909.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
under  one  year  (123)  39  were  under  one  month  and  23 
under  one  week  old.  Of  the  latter  “  Prematurity  ”  and 
“  Immaturity  ”  accounted  for  12  deaths.  These,  of  course, 
arise  from  causes  which  are  not  attributable  directly  to 
insanitary  conditions  existing  in  or  surrounding  the  dwelling, 
but  they  must,  of  course,  be  included  in  the  general  mortality 
of  a  district. 

The  only  way  in  which  this  question  can  be  dealt  with  is 
by  a  steady  continuance  in  the  excellent  work  carried  on  by 
our  Health  Visitor — by  pointing  out  to  young  mothers,  both 
by  personal  visitation  and  by  way  of  addresses  (more 
especially,  perhaps,  the  latter)  the  best  methods  to  be  adopted 
at  the  earliest  possible  period  in  dealing  with  infantile 
conditions.  These  embrace,  principally,  “feeding”  and 
“  clothing,”  and  under  both  heads  much  useful  information 
can  be,  and  has  been,  imparted  by  the  Visitor,  who  has,  from 
my  own  personal  observation,  devoted  considerable  time, 
thought  and  attention  to  the  subject  during  the  year.  Her 
report  on  this  work,  which  is  herewith  appended,  bears  ample 
evidence  of  this,  and  I  feel  fully  satisfied  that  she  has  done 
everything  possible  to  further  a  reduction  in  our  infant  death- 
rate. 

The  Visitor  has  often  been  met  by  apathy  and  indiffer¬ 
ence  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  mothers,  but  she  has  per- 
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severed  in  the  teeth  of  difficulties,  and,  notwithstanding 
these,  has  nevertheless  succeeded  in  accomplishing  much 
good  work.  An  excellent  foundation  has,  no  doubt,  been 
laid,  and  upon  it  we  may  fairly  hope  for  better  results  in  the 
future. 

Before  leaving  this  subject  I  would  direct  your  attention 
to  Table  V.  (which  records  in  detail  the  causes  and  ages  of 
infantile  deaths).  From  this  it  will  be  noted  that  29  out  of 
123  were  due  to  “  Tuberculous  diseases”  (hereditary  causes 
for  the  most  part),  and  that  28  out  of  the  total  of  123  were 
from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis.  Carelessness  and  inatten¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  mothers  in  the  clothing  and  surroundings 
of  their  infants  is  largely  responsible  for  this  latter  result, 
and  in  not  a  few  instances  I  believe  poverty  to  have  been  also 
an  important  factor.  Wilful  neglect,  and  other  causes  which 
need  not  be  here  specified,  have  also  played  their  part  in  the 
table  of  results,  which,  though  not  so  good  as  in  1909,  still 
shows  improvement  on  some  former  years. 

The  general  Respiratory  Death-rate  for  the  district 
showed  distinct  signs  of  improvement  in  1910.  It  was  1  per 
1000  lower  than  1909,  and  its  decline  throughout  the  various 
wards  was  a  satisfactory  feature.  For  example,  Victoria 
Park  Ward  was  2'4-per  1000  as  against  3*5 ;  Old  Park  Ward, 
1'6  against  3'9  ;  Market  Ward,  3'9  against  5*8;  and  East 
Ward,  6'1  against  7*1.  The  only  ward  showing  a  higher  rate 
than  in  1909  was  NewtOWII.  The  increased  number  of  deaths 
of  aged  persons  in  this  ward  (and  also  in  Moorside,  which 
shewed  about  the  same  result  as  1909)  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  heavier  mortality. 

The  climatic  conditions  mainly  prevalent  during  the  year 
were,  moreover,  distinctly  unfavourable  to  this  type  of  dis¬ 
ease.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  about 
33  per  cent,  were  those  of  children  up  to  five  years  of  age, 
and  about  20  per  cent,  from  65  years  of  age  and  upwards. 


A  notable  feature  in  connection  with  the  general  mortality 
returns  for  1910  was  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  “  Heart  disease”  (Table  IV.)  and  from  “Tuberculous” 
diseases  (other  than  Phthisis).  These  formed,  in  each  case, 
about  10  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  recorded,  and  whilst 
in  the  former  the  incidence  was  greater  between  the  ages  of 
25  and  65,  in  the  latter  nearly  the  whole  number  occurred  up 
to  the  age  of  five  years.  Deaths  from  “  Cancer,”  too,  fur¬ 
nished  a  relatively  higher  proportion  than  we  have  usually 
had  recorded. 

In  regard  to  “  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis”  (i.e.,  Phthisis) 
it  should  be  stated  that  this  disease  is  now  looked  upon  as 
one  to  be  effectively  stamped  out  only  by  the  most  drastic 
isolation  measures.  There  are,  however,  many  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  their  adoption  in  districts  like  ours,  not  the  least 
of  which  is  inadequate  provision  for  placing  the  early  detected 
cases  under  the  most  suitable  conditions  for  prompt  treatment 
and  possible  recovery.  These  conditions  cannot  be  obtained 
in  the  midst  of  crowded  dwellings,  because  purer  air  and 
freedom  from  overcrowding  is  one  of  the  absolute  essentials 
in  dealing  with  this  class  of  case.  The  provision  of  proper 
Sanatoria  on  a  larger  scale,  with  ready  accessibility  for 
affected  persons,  is  really  the  most  effective  method  of  dealing 
with  the  matter,  so  that  such  persons  may  be  at  once,  on 
discovery  of  the  complaint,  removed  from  their  homes  and 
treated  under  conditions  best  suited  to  their  ultimate  recovery. 
Although  we  have  a  system  of  Voluntary  notification  of  the 
disease  in  this  as  in  other  and  similar  districts,  as  well  as  a 
compulsory  system  for  “  Poor  Persons  ”  under  the  “Tuber¬ 
culosis  Order  ”  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  our  efforts 
as  a  Sanitary  Authority  can  only  extend  as  far  as  the  preven¬ 
tion  (as  far  as  possible)  of  infection  to  others  ;  there  is  no 
Sanatorium  or  other  institution  to  which  affected  persons  can 
be  removed  for  treatment  under  the  most  favourable  con¬ 
ditions  for  treatment  and  recovery. 


On  receiving-  information,  throug-h  the  usual  channels,  of 
the  locale  of  any  case,  steps  are  taken  for  the  distribution  of 
instructions  to  persons  in  charg-e  of  the  patient  as  to  the 
proper  sanitary  measures  to  be  adopted,  and  disinfection  of 
the  premises  is  effectively  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff. 
This,  at  present,  appears  to  be  all  that  can  be  done,  and  until 
the  disease  is  looked  upon  like  other  “  infectious”  disorders, 
and  provision  made  on  an  adequate  scale  for  its  treatment, 
apart  from  home  influences  and  surroundings,  I  do  not  think 
we  shall  make  much  satisfactory  progress.  It  is  a  noteworthy 
fact  that  this  terrible  disease,  once  looked  upon  as  practically 
incurable,  is  in  more  recent  years  regarded  as  one  of  the 
“  preventible  ”  type.  So  much  is  this  so  that  the  “  crusade  ” 
against  consumption  has  assumed  national  proportions,  and 
sanitary  reformers  everywhere  are  doing  their  utmost  to  help 
forward  the  movement.  It  is  on  the  lines  I  have  indicated 
that  action  must  be  taken,  and  I  hope  that  this  district  may, 
before  long,  be  able  to  report  satisfactory  progress  towards 
the  effectual  stamping -out  of  the  disease. 

The  number  of  specimens  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  in  1910  was  16,  as  follows,  viz.: — Phthisis  9 
(positive  3,  negative  6),  Enteric  fever  5  (positive  o,  negative 
5),  Diphtheria  2  (positive  o,  negative  2). 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops,  as  well  as  the 
Slaughter-houses  and  Bake-houses,  in  the  district  have 
been  kept  under  observation  during  the  past  year,  with 
generally  satisfactory  results  ;  and  the  necessary  particulars 
under  the  Factory  Act,  1901,  are  given  in  the  Table  at  the 
end  of  this  report,  together  with  the  Table  (C)  giving  sum¬ 
marised  statements  as  to  the  general  sanitary  work  of  the 
district  for  the  information  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  course  of  systematic  inspection,  with  recorded 
details  of  the  condition  of  the  dwelling-houses,  as  required 


by  the  Act  of  1909,  has  not  hitherto  been  entered  upon,  but 
during-  the  present  year  this  will  be  done,  and  the  full  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Act  carried  out.  Many  dwellings  have,  however, 
been  from  time  to  time  as  appeared  to  be  necessary,  inspected 
and  reported  upon,  and  several  needful  improvements  effected, 
details  of  which  have  been  reported  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  his  staff. 

Among  such  improvements  may  be  mentioned — 

245  house-drains  re-laid  and  re-arranged. 

137  down-spouts  disconnected  from  drains. 

349  water-closets  substituted  for  privies,  etc. 

355  ash-bins  provided  for  dry  refuse. 

I  again  urge  upon  your  attention  the  great  necessity  for 
the  provision  of  public  conveniences.

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  twelve  Elementary 
Schools  in  the  district  was  reported  upon  by  me  in  my  Annual 
Report  to  the  Education  Authority  for  the  year  1909,  and 
will  again  be  referred  to  in  my  report,  as  School  Medical 
Officer,  for  the  year  1910.  On  the  whole  their  condition  is 
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fairly  satisfactory,  but  further  details  will  be  given  in  the  last 
mentioned  report,  which  I  hope  to  present  to  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  Council  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  month 
(February).  The  arrangements  for  the  Medical  Inspection 
of  scholars  were  described  in  my  Education  report  for  the 
year  1909,  and  these  were  duly  carried  out  during  the  past 
year. 

The  usual  systematic  inspections  of  the  district,  follow¬ 
ing  the  practice  of  preceding  years,  was  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff  and  myself,  and  as  a  result  of  such 
many  insanitary  conditions  have  been  remedied.  In  the 
course  of  the  year  a  Local  Government  Inquiry  was  held  in 
regard  to  the  provision  of  a  Refuse  Destructor,  and  sanction 
obtained  for  its  erection  on  a  site  considered  to  be  suitable 
for  the  district’s  requirements. 

On  a  general  review  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  in  1910,  I  think  one  may  fairly  say  there  has  been 
satisfactory  progress,  which  it  is  hoped  may  continue  in 
succeeding  years  with  increasing  watchfulness  on  the  part  of 
the  sanitary  staff. 

The  reports  of  the  Health  Visitor  and  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  accompany  this,  and  to  both  I  may  be  allowed  to 
tender  my  thanks  for  valuable  assistance.

LADY  HEALTH  VISITOR’S 
YEARLY  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1910. 

755  births  have  been  registered. 

741  births  have  been  notified. 

1230  cases  have  been  visited. 

3290  visits  have  been  paid. 

The  feeding  question  has  been  exceptionally  difficult, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  many  mothers  have  given  the  babies 
bread,  potato  and  other  starch  foods  much  too  soon. 

I  have  found  increasing  difficulty  in  convincing  mothers 
that  infants  under  six  month  old  are  unable  to  digest  food 
containing  unaltered  starch.  I  am  often  told  about  infants 
of  a  few  weeks  old  who  get  on  well  on  a  diet  of  boiled  milk 
and  bread,  in  reply  I  say  it  is  the  milk,  and  not  the  bread, 
which  nourishes  them. 

I  have  realised  during  the  past  year  that  the  work  of 
educating  the  mothers  as  to  the  “  why  and  wherefore”  of 
certain  foods  being  harmful  is  slower  than  I  thought  it  would 
be,  I  think  that  this  is  because  I  have  so  few  opportunities  of 
getting  the  parents  together  under  conditions  which  would 
allow  enough  time  for  me  to  explain  matters  to  them  fully. 

Those  who  attend  my  Nursing  Classes  tell  me  that  now 
that  they  see  the  food  question  in  a  clearer  light,  they  will 
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never  fall  into  the  error  of  feeding-  infants  improperly,  and 
many  of  them  are  doing  really  excellent  work  by  trying  to 
pass  on  something  of  what  they  learnt  to  the  mothers  of 
hand-fed  babies. 

It  cannot  be  too  widely  known  that  in  many  cases  it  is 
just  the  name  for  which  one  pays  in  buying  patent  food,  I 
have  told  the  mothers  how  to  prepare  many  similar  foods  at 
home  for  older  infants,  and  they  have  been  delighted  at  the 
smallness  of  the  cost  when  compared  with  that  which  they 
buy  in  tins. 

It  often  happens  that  a  certain  patent  food  is  ordered,  a 
tin  is  bought,  and  then  the  mother  finds  that  she  cannot  con¬ 
tinue  to  buy  it,  because  of  the  expense.  Over  and  over  again 
I  have  been  told  by  parents  that  they  cannot  possibly  “  Keep 
up  with  it.” 

It  is  a  deplorable  fact  some  mothers  will  spend  a  shilling 
or  eighteenpence  on  a  tin  of  patent  food,  which  may  be  quite 
unsuited  to  the  needs  of  the  baby,  and  yet,  when  the  doctor 
orders  peptonized  milk,  they  will  tell  me  that  they  cannot 
afford  to  buy  it,  although  the  peptonizing  powder  is  free,  and 
sometimes  only  a  gill  of  milk  per  day  is  needed. 

In  order  to  try  to  combat  this  reckless  and  often  harmful 
use  of  patent  foods,  I  have  drawn  up  the  following  little 
hints  respecting  these  preparations,  and  I  have  tried  to  shew 
that,  in  spite  of  the  bewildering  array  of  foods  now  on  the 
market,  most  of  them  fall  quite  naturally  in  one  of  three 
classes  : — 

I. — Farinaceous  or  Starch  Foods. 

These  differ  very  little  from  ordinary  wheat  or  barley 
flour,  and  they  contain  much  unaltered  starch,  hence  no  child 
under  six  months  at  least  ought  to  have  them,  and  if  older 
children  need  such  foods,  it  is  easy  to  see,  from  the  very 


nature  of  the  food,  that  they  can  be  prepared  at  home  at  a 
mere  fraction  of  the  cost. 

II.  — Malted  Foods. 

These  are  made  from  flour  which  has  been  acted  upon  by 
malt  until  the  starch  becomes  digestible,  in  some  of  these 
foods  only  a  portion  of  the  starch  has  been  thus  changed. 
One  patent  food  in  this  group  is  a  great  favourite  among  the 
mothers  in  our  district,  and  yet,  if  they  would  only  believe  it, 
they  could  get  as  good,  if  not  better,  results  by  adding  pure 
extract  of  malt  to  the  ordinary  humanized  milk  at  a  greatly 
reduced  cost. 

III. — Milk  Foods. 

These  are  prepared  from  condensed  milk  to  which  some 
cereal  has  been  added.  In  one,  if  not  more,  foods  of  this 
class,  malt  and  some  bone-forming  matter  are  also  added. 

After  the  mothers  really  understand  the  above,  they  will 
say,  when  recommended,  to  buy  a  certain  food,  “  Can  I  not 
get  equally  good  results  by  using  a  food  prepared  at  home  ”  ? 

The  long  tube  feeding  bottle  has  been  responsible  for 
much  sickness  during  the  past  year.  Over  and  over  again  I 
have  done  my  best  to  persuade  mothers  to  discard  it  in  favour 
of  the  more  hygienic  boat-shaped  feeder,  or  the  new  glass- 
tubed  bottle. 

The  long-tubed  bottle  is  in  itself  an  abomination,  and  its 
use  ought  not  to  be  tolerated.  At  its  best  it  is  unclean,  but 
in  most  cases  it  is  absolutely  dangerous  to  the  infant  because 
food  is  left  in  it  from  meal  to  meal  ;  frequently  it  is  filled  to 
the  top,  the  baby  drinks  as  much  as  it  wants,  the  bottle  is 
then  put  on  the  top  of  a  hot  oven,  the  dirty  tube  being 
tightly  twisted  round  it.  When  the  child  cries  or  his  hungry 
the  rest  of  the  food  is  given  to  it. 


I  have  succeeded  in  getting-  some  of  the  mothers  to  put 
in  the  bottle  only  just  as  much  as  is  needful  for  one  meal,  then 
the  bottle  can  be  emptied,  washed,  and  placed  in  cold  water 
until  feeding  time  comes  round. 

Irregularity  as  to  intervals  of  feeding,  and  ignorance  as 
to  how  much  should  be  given  at  one  meal  for  different  ages 
are  responsible  for  many  digestive  disorders.  Many  babies 
are  fed  whenever  they  cry,  and,  in  most  of  these  cases,  the 
crying  is  caused  by  indigestion  due  to  over-feeding. 

415  babies  have  had  to  have  the  bottle,  in  addition  to  the 
breast,  before  they  were  three  months  old. 

59  babies  have  been  fed  artifically  from  birth. 

647  infants  had  the  bottle  entirely  at  the  age  of  six 
months. 

The  following  points  have  come  under  my  notice  re  cases 
of  diseases  of  the  Respiratory  organs 

I.  Medicines  suitable  only  to  adults  have  been 
given  to  infants  prior  to  a  doctor  being  called  in,  in  some 
cases  these  medicines  have  been  left  over  from  previous 
cases,  and  are,  of  course,  obviously  unfit  for  babies. 
Apropos  of  this,  a  mother  shewed  me  a  bottle  containing 
a  decomposing  mixture,  she  called  it  a  “  cough  bottle/’ 
and  said  that  it  was  very  good  stuff,”  and  had  cured  her 
husband  months  ago.  Fortunately  she  did  as  I  requested 
poured  away  the  contents  of  the  bottle,  and  sent  for  the 
doctor. 

II.  Sometimes  when  poultices  are  ordered  by  the 
doctor  they  are  not  applied,  because  a  neighbour  tells  the 
mother  that  the  child  is  too  weak  to  stand  them.  In 
other  cases  the  poultices  have  been  discontinued  before 
the  doctor  has  ordered  their  disuse,  or  kept  on  after  he 
said  they  w  ere  to  be  left  off. 


III.  The  ventilation  of  the  room  is  sometimes 

neglected.  Many  mothers  are  so  afraid  of  the  baby 

taking*  cold  that  they  go  to  the  other  extreme  and  the 

air  becomes  foul  and  over-heated. 

Nearly  all  the  babies  who  have  been  fed  on  Humanized 
Milk  are  doing  well.  They  have  suffered  less  from  Teething 
troubles,  Diarrhoea  and  Sickness  than  those  fed  on  less 
suitable  foods. 

Peptonised  Milk  has  been  used  for  those  infants  who 
were  not  able  to  digest  ordinary  preparations  of  cow’s  milk. 
In  all  these  cases  the  mothers  have  faithfully  carried  out  my 
instructions  with  the  result  that  the  babies  can  now  take 
Humanised  Milk. 

One  nurse  child  is  reported  as  living  in  the  district  ;  it  is 
being  well  cared  for  and  is  doing  well. 

Teething  powders  and  soothing  syrups  are  still  far  too 
extensively  used.  I  have  tried  to  induce  the  mothers  to  let 
the  babies  be  in  the  open-air  on  suitable  days,  and  to  consult 
their  Medical  man  in  the  event  of  undue  sleeplessness. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  heartfelt 
thanks  to  the  Midwives  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  tried 
to  help  those  mothers  who,  from  poverty  or  other  causes,  are 
not  able  to  provide  for  the  coming  child. 

In  order  to  obtain  help  in  such  cases  the  Midwives  have 
given  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  in  the  formation  of  a 
scheme  by  means  of  which  everyone  who  wishes  may  help. 

They  have  made  the  needs  of  these  destitutes  ones 
known,  and,  as  a  result,  they  have  obtained  gifts  of  money, 
clothing  and  material. 
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A  committee  of  ladies  has  been  formed,  and  everything 
is  now  nearing  completion.  The  name  of  the  new  Society  is 
“The  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  Maternity  Society.” 

The  benefits  to  the  mothers  will  be  twofold  : — 

1.  Maternity  bags  will  be  lent  to  needy  and  deserving- 

cases  ;  these  bags  will  contain  all  that  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  both  mother  and  child. 

2.  Milk  will  be  supplied  for  the  mother  so  as  to 

enable  her  to  give  the  breast  to  the  baby. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Civic  Guild  I  have  been 
empowered  to  grant  a  quart  of  milk  per  day  for  one  week  to 
deserving  cases.  Should  it  be  needful  for  milk  or  other 
nourishment  to  be  given  after  the  first  week,  the  Maternity 
Society  will  take  the  matter  up. 

It  will  be  seen  that  such  valuable  help  as  the  above  must 
tend  to  help  to  lessen  Infantile  mortality,  because  more  babies 
will  be  able  to  have  breast  milk  during  the  first  months  of 
life.  Many  mothers  have  told  me  that  they  could  give  the 
babies  the  breast  if  they  themselves  could  get  sufficient 
nourishing  food  when  the  baby  was  born. 

I  have  given  six  addresses  at  Mothers’ meetings  and  two 
public  lantern  Lectures  on  “  Physiology.” 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  doctors  for  the 
help  they  have  given  me  during  1910.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  in  submitting*  to  you  my  report  of  the 
work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary  and  Ashpit  Departments 
during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1910. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  summary,  the  activity 
of  the  Council  has  been  maintained  in  improving  the  sanita¬ 
tion  of  the  district  by  the  careful  administration  of  sections 
of  the  Public  Health  Acts,  thereby  removing  conditions  that 
were  or  were  likely  to  become  a  menace  to  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  district  in  particular  and  the  public  in 
general. 
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in  order  that  comparisons  and  reference  may  be  easily 
made,  I  have,  so  far  as  possible,  followed  up  the  form  of 
report  adopted  during  the  past  few  years.

The  nature  of  defects  found  and  reported  on  each  month, 
as  referred  to  in  the  foregoing-  list  of  nuisances,  etc.,  remedied, 
is  evidence  of  the  necessity  for  the  continued  examining  and 
testing  of  drains  and  sanitary  fittings. 

The  applied  tests  and  examinations  have  disclosed  129 
defects,  which  might  otherwise  have  continued  to  be  a  source 
of  danger  to  health  to  the  occupiers  of  the  premises. 

With  reference  to  the  legal  notices  served  under  sections 
36  and  41  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  in  order  to  facilitate 
the  owners  or  agents  complying  with  the  same,  the  Council; 
upon  receiving  a  written  application  from  the  owners  asking 
them  to  carry  out  the  requisite  works,  have  invited  tenders 
from  local  Contractors,  accepted  one  of  same  and  the  work 
has  been  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  this  department 
— the  cost  of  same  being  paid  afterwards  by  the  owners.  In 
several  instances  at  the  request  of  the  owners,  owing  to  their 
inability  to  pay  on  completion,  the  costs  have  been  declared 
“  Private  Improvement  Expenses  ”  repayable  by  yearly  instal¬ 
ments  with  5  per  cent,  interest  on  the  outstanding  amount. 
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A  total  number  of  121  water-closets  were  built  and  105 
house  drains  were  re-constructed  by  contractors  in  the  direct 
employ  of  the  Council  on  behalf  of  24  owners.  The  above 
entailed  a  considerable  amount  of  office  work,  specifications 
having-  to  be  prepared  for  each  owner’s  property  and  copies 
forwarded  to  six  or  seven  contractors  in  every  case. 

The  total  cost  of  the  work  carried  out  as  above,  tog-ether 
with  the  provision  of  ashbins,  amounts  to  ^1024.  This 
amount  includes  ^96  cost  of  boundary  walls  and  other  work 
to  nine  lots  of  property. 

A  total  of  ^928  of  the  above  ^1024  was  incurred  in 
providing"  water-closets,  re-draining-  of  the  houses,  fixing-  of 
new  pipe  protectors,  making-  good  the  waste  pipes  connected 
to  same,  extending  the  division  walls,  and  repairing-  the 
surface  of  yards  at  12 1  houses,  giving-  an  average  cost  of 
£7  13s.  od.  per  house.  At  a  good  number  of  the  houses  the 
special  tipping  and  the  cage  ashbins  have  been  fixed.  These 
entail  an  additional  expense  of  10s.  per  house  on  first  outlay, 
but  their  service  proves  them  to  be  a  good  investment. 

By  the  foregoing  method  more  headway  is  made  in 
obtaining  the  conversions  than  otherwise  would  be,  with  a 
minimum  amount  of  friction,  which  would  probably  entail 
legal  proceedings  with  the  owners  and  agents.

Seeing  that  during  the  past  eight  years  1666  water- 
closets  have  been  substituted  for  privies,  and  the  majority 
having  been  done  at  the  instigation  of  the  Council  amongst 
cottage  property,  the  Council  have  endeavoured  to  assist  the 
owners  by  keeping*  the  said  water-closets  under  regular  inspec¬ 
tion,  thereby  making  the  tenants  realise  their  responsibility 
and  take  reasonable  care  of  same.  To  effect  this,  6,683 
inspections  have  been  made  during  the  12  months. 

The  tenants  in  most  cases  realise  the  advantages  derived 
from  the  improved  system,  and  many  others  desire  its 
extension. 


Legal  Proceedings. 

The  apparently  excessive  number  of  legal  notices  served 
is  caused  by  its  being  necessary  to  serve  separate  notices  for 
each  house  when  proceeding  under  Section  36  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  technical 
requirements. 

In  only  one  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  seek  the  aid  of 
the  Court  to  secure  the  removal  of  conditions  that  were 
dangerous  to  health,  namely,  the  keeping  of  swine  so  as  to 
be  a  nuisance,  dealt  with  under  Section  47  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1875.  The  offender  was  fined  20s.,  and  had  to 
pay  27s.  additional  costs  for  witnesses’  fees,  etc, 
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House  to  House  Inspection. 

During-  the  year  this  important  matter  has  been  linked  to 
the  special  dealing-  with  the  dwelling-houses  requiring  the 
substitution  of  water-closets  for  privies.  This  latter  work, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  details  aforestated,  has  entailed  much 
outside  house  to  house  inspection,  the  repairing  of  roofs, 
gutters,  surface  of  cellar  and  kitchen  floors,  better  sink  pro¬ 
vision  and  thorough  re-draining  of  the  houses  is  evidence  of 
the  attention  that  has  been  given  to  the  dwellings. 

In  connection  with  the  inspection  of  houses,  a  very 
noticeable  feature  is  the  number  of  backyards  containing 
poultry,  whilst  a  number  are  practically  lying  waste,  the 
ground  being  covered  with  rubbish,  and,  in  some  cases,  with 
disused  sheds.  In  many  cases  the  re-draining  of  the  houses 
and  alteration  in  the  position  of  the  new  w.c.  have  neces¬ 
sitated  the  removal  of  some  old  buildings  and  the  tenants 
have  been  warned  against  further  erections.  These  spaces, 
by  some  little  effort  on  the  part  of  the  tenants,  could  in  many 
instances  be  made  more  conducive  to  health  if  utilised  as 
gardens. 


Emptying  of  Gullies.

The  work  of  emptying  gullies  in  the  yards  and  cellars 
of  dwelling-houses,  etc.,  together  with  the  gullies  in  private 
streets  and  back  passages,  also  the  clearing-  of  footpath 
channels  from  down-spouts,  which  are  now  attended  to 
systematically,  is  undoubtedly  of  good  effect.  It  is  the  means 
in  many  instances  of  bringing  to  the  Council’s  notice  cases 
of  neglect  by  tenants,  and  the  matters  being  dealt  with  before 
any  serious  developments  have  taken  place. 


Smoke  Nuisance. 


It  is  an  offence  under  the  Public  Health  Act  for  any 
chimney  (not  being'  the  chimney  of  a  private  dwelling)  to 
discharge  black  smoke  in  such  quantities  as  to  be  a  nuisance. 
One  hundred  and  twenty  observations  have  been  taken  during' 
the  year  of  the  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimneys  of  the 
manufactories  within  the  District. 

The  five  minutes’  limit  of  black  smoke  has  been  exceeded 
in  several  cases,  and  warnings  have  been  sent  to  the  offenders 
since  which  time  some  improvement  has  been  made. 

In  two  cases  of  small  works  the  chief  fault  has  been 
owing  to  the  chimneys  not  being'  high  enough  to  allow  even 
a  moderate  amount  of  smoke  to  be  carried  over  the  adjoining' 
properties.  However,  after  repeated  warnings,  gas  and 
electric  power  have  been  adopted  with  good  results. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Register  shows 
the  number  of  cow-keepers  to  be  4  in  Pendlebury  and  13  in 
Swinton.  Keepers  of  Dairies,  4  in  Pendlebury  and  6  in 
Swinton.  There  are  also  8  other  non-residents  supplying  milk 
in  the  District,  making  a  total  of  35  purveyors  of  milk. 

The  premises  have  been  periodically  visited,  and,  on  the 
whole,  with  satisfactory  results.  The  cowkeepers  have  kept 
their  premises  clean,  but  too  little  attention  is  paid  to  the 
grooming  of  the  cattle,  although  it  is  essential  that  cleanli¬ 
ness  should  be  observed  as  far  as  possible,  especially  at 
milking  times,  so  that  the  public  may  obtain  their  milk  free 
from  contamination.  There  are  also  instances  where  the 
consumers  are  not  always  careful  about  keeping  the  milk  in 
the  most  suitable  places. 
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In  some  districts  samples  are  purchased  by  the  Council’s 
Officials  and  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  Authorities  to  be 
tested  as  to  contamination,  also  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle. 

Slaughter-Houses. 

Swinton  io.  Pendlebury  io. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited  in  order  to  ensure  the 
necessary  cleansing  and  limewashing  being  attended  to,  and 
the  removal  of  offal,  etc. 

Number  of  inspections — 217. 

During  the  first  fortnight  of  the  year  every  occupier  made 
application  for  re-registration  which  was  sanctioned. 

Two  have  been  disused  for  some  time,  the  owner  and 
occupier  of  one  having  left  the  District,  the  occupier  of  the 
other  one  states  that  he  can  suit  himself  with  meat  obtained 
at  the  Manchester  Abbatoir. 

Common  Lodging-Houses. 

Only  one. 

The  house  is  in  good  condition  throughout,  with  ample 
provision  as  regards  ventilation,  cooking  and  washing* 
requisites,  and  is  furnished  with  the  necessary  sanitary  con¬ 
veniences. 

Number  of  inspections  made,  16. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Acts. 

From  time  to  time  241  inspections  have  been  made  at 
the  various  Bakehouses,  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the 
District,  as  to  their  sanitary  condition  and  compliance  with 
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the  Acts  in  force.  The  number  of  Workshops  on  the  register 
at  the  end  of  the  year  being  117,  including  39  Bakehouses. 
These  are  clean  and  well  kept  ;  little  difficulty  has  been  ex¬ 
perienced  with  the  occupiers  in  securing  the  observance  of 
the  Acts  in  force  as  to  limewashing,  cleansing,  etc.  In  some 
cases  changes  of  tenancy  have  occurred,  and  others  have 
been  given  up.  Full  details  with  regard  to  the  above  have 
been  supplied  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  will  be 
found  on  pages  17  and  18. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act.

Immediately  the  cases  were  notified  the  houses  were 
visited,  printed  cautionary  instructions  were  tacked  on  the 
walls  of  the  houses,  generally  in  the  living  kitchen. 


Additional  inspections  have  been  made — in  some  cases  as 
often  as  twice  and  thrice  weekly — in  order  to  keep  those  in 
charge  of  the  cases  up  to  the  requisite  standard  of  carefulness 
as  regards  isolation  and  preventing  indiscriminate  visiting. 

Notice  of  the  infected  houses  are  sent  to  the  purveyors 
of  milk,  advising  them  to  empty  the  milk  into  a  vessel  at  the 
door  and  not  to  allow  the  cans  to  be  handled  by  the  house¬ 
holders. 


Where  the  cases  of  Enteric  are  nursed  at  their  own 
homes,  sealed  receptacles  are  provided  for  the  depositing 
therein  of  all  waste  matter  from  the  patients  ;  they  are 
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emptied  twice  weekly  of  their  contents  and  thoroughly  dis¬ 
infected. 


In  addition  to  the  above  precautions  taken,  carbolic  soap, 
chinsol  disinfecting  solution  and  sanitary  chloride  of  lime  are 
supplied  to  those  in  charge  of  all  Infectious  cases. 


Where  Infectious  patients  are  nursed  at  their  own  homes 
a  certificate  is  issued,  to  be  signed  by  the  Medical  attendant, 
stating  that  the  patient  is  apparently  free  from  infection, 
previous  to  the  rooms,  etc.,  at  the  houses  being  disinfected, 
or  the  patients  and  members  of  the  same  family  being  allowed 
to  attend  school  again.  This  has  necessitated  the  issuing  of 
145  certificates  during  the  year. 


After  having  inspected  at  an  infected  house,  and  ascer¬ 
tained  answers  to  the  usual  inquiries,  notices  are  sent  to  the 
schools  where  the  patient  or  other  members  of  the  families 
attend.  By  this  means  the  Teachers  of  the  classes  affected 
may  at  once  keep  a  sharp  look-out  on  the  other  members  of 
his  or  her  class  in  order  to  detect  if  any  other  scholar  shows 
symptoms  or  appears  to  be  suffering  from  a  mild  and  pre¬ 
viously  unnoticed  attack. 

In  the  whole  of  the  Public  Schools  the  walls,  furniture 
and  floors  have  been  sprayed  with  a  disinfecting  solution,  in 
some  cases  6  and  7  times  during  the  year. 

The  attention  also  of  the  Caretakers  has  been  drawn  to 
the  necessity  of  freely  ventilating  the  schools  by  the  opening 
of  the  windows  at  seasonable  times  after  school  hours,  and 
especially  during  holidays. 

Sanitary  chloride  of  lime  and  Diarrhoea  mixture  are  kept 
at  both  Pendlebury  Town  Hall  and  Swinton  Council  Offices 
tor  the  convenience  of  the  residents,  for  free  distribution,  upon 
application  being  made.
